e. A program shall be established to plan, acquire, develop,3

promote, operate, and maintain a variety of welcome centers4

at strategic locations to meet the needs of travelers in the5

state. The program is intended to be accomplished by 1992.6

The authority is to7

collaborate with other state agencies as necessary to operate8

the welcome centers and to provide information to travelers.9

Currently, there are detailed specific functions and10

responsibilities assigned to various state agencies in order to11

implement the general assembly’s goals for a statewide welcome12

center program.13
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
